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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

Figures 4 and 6 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art— because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 
CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 
CFR 1 84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action.

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 
Please note that "Quonset" is a trademark. 

The oath is objected to as being informal. It lacks authentication by a diplomatic or 
consular officer of the United States; 37 CFR 1 .66(a). This informality can be overcome by 
filing either a declaration under 37 CFR 1.68, or a new properly authenticated oath under 
37 CFR 1.66. The new oath or declaration must properly identify the application of which it is to 
form a part, preferably by application number and filing date in the body of the oath or 
declaration. See MPEP §§ 602.01 and 602.02. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

The Examiner does not understand what an inverted gore is and what is its function. 
Why is it inverted? 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1-9 contains the trademark/trade name Quonset. Where a trademark or trade name 
is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material or product, the claim 
does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. See Ex parte 
Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope is uncertain since the trademark or 
trade name cannot be used properly to identify any particular material or product. A trademark 
or trade name is used to identify a source of goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a 
trademark or trade name does not identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or 
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trade name. In the present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe a 
parachute and, accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claims 1 and 9, "Quonset type" is indefinite. 

Claim 1 , line 2, "novel performance" is indefinite. 

Claims 1 and 9, lines 2-3, "with conservative fabrication costs" is indefinite. Why is 
there a period at the end of "costs"? 

Claim 1, line 5, "novel geometry" is vague and indefinite. 

In claim 1, line 8, what does "incorporating correct" mean? 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign document and 
are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

The applicant is advised to review all of the claims for other possible errors. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
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such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-9, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Puskas '567 in view of Puskas ' 796. 

Puskas 4 567 disclose a parachute that has a canopy assembly with inverted gores, end 
panels, longitudinal seam, and suspension lines. Puskas '567 is silent on the riser assembly. 
However, Puskas '796 discloses that riser assemblies are well known in the art. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to 
have used riser assembly in Puskas '567's system as taught by Puskas '796 to better control the 
parachute. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Buckley, Germain, Kunkler, Lemoigne, Payne, Hoffman, Fogal, and Jalbert disclose 
parachute means.
